FOUND DEAD IN BARN AT 
SHANNONVILLE. 


On Saturday afternoon last the 
village of Shannonvile was thrown 
into a furor of.excitement by the dis- 
cévery of the bedy of «a man in the 
loft of the shed. 
David Albert Connell, aged 50 years. 

On Friday last Connell was last seen 
alive. On Saturday afternood Sidney 
Fitzgerald heard a horse neighing in 
the shed and investigating found that 
it was hungry. Looking up aloft, for 
there was not much above the rafters, 
he saw u body and found it to be that 
of Connell, He was startled and 
ealled in the neighbors, Dr. Moore, 
coroner, Was called. 

Saturday evening a jury was sworn 
in and an inquest opened. Mr. P. J. 
M. Anderson, representing the crown. 
The circumstances at first looked 
suspicious. In a natebook covered 
with a stone or brick in the shed was 
some Writing, apparently referring to 
his illness or coming death. 

Connell lived on the second conces- 
sion of Thurlow between Belleville 
and Shannonville. He drove to the 
latter place on Friday and put his 
horse in a barn which he owned, 
Evidently for the sake of rest or feel- 
ing ill, he climbed up a board (for 
there was no ladder) up to the loft 
and there died. 

A postmortem later revealed that 
the deceased had had his stomach or 
bowels perforated. This would result 
in death. 

It is suggested that in his illness if 
the note was then written he may 
have scribbled the communication, 
hardly knowing what he was doing 
and that the climb in the loft brought 
about his death. 

He had been troubled’ with a 
stomach growth for a couple of years 
it said. 

He was about 50 vears of age and 
leaves a widow and son. Constable 
Connell of Point Anne is a brother.

An Amusing Verbal Duel In the Su- 
preme Court In Which the Lean 
Lawyer’s Wit Came Into Play—A 
Blind Man’s Criticism of Irving. 


There are many words so habitually 
tnispropounced that the correct accent 
(i. e.. the accent favored by the dic- 
donaries) would uppear wrong if any- 
body used it in current conversation. 
This, of course, means that common 
usages baye overriden tbe dictionary 
and es ished a new standard which 
the dictionary of the future will bave 
to respect, just us those of today 
respect the pronunciation of “lien” 
that they rejected in the past. Such 
words are cocaine and ptomaine. which 
the dictionary of the present revog- 
nizes as trisyllables, thus: co-ca-ine, 
pto-ma-ine. 

Anyone familiar with French—a lan- 
guuge that may be said to possess no 
accented syllables—will understand 
Taive’s complaint about London res- 
taurunts that whenever he ordered 
potatoes the waiter invariably served 
bim with buttered toast. 

And of course it was another French- 
man who made a jest of matrimony 
by pronouncing it ma-trim-ony. 

Mark Lemon records a story about 
Lord Chancellor Eldon and Sir Arthur 
Pigott. The first ulways pronounced 
the word “lieo” tn two syllables, as if 
it was spelled ji-en; the latter pro- 
nounced it in one syllable, lean, just 
as It would be pronounced in ordinary 
coaversution. On this difference Jekyll 
wrote an epigrum: 


Sir Arthur, Sir Arthur, why. what do you

A BALANCED RATION

The only use for ensilage I have ever 
bad has been with dairy cattle. I al- 
wuys aimed to balance my ration, 
writes W. |. Raymond in the lowa 
Homestead. While ensilage is an ex- 
cellent food, it is not profitable to feed 
it alune, as it does not contain enough 
protein or bone, bair, milk and muscle 
buikiing material. In fact, it rons bigh 
in only one of the several essential ele- 
ments which go to nourish and build 
up the animal structure; and that is 
fat. Corn is a fat furming food, and 
ensiloing it does not change its na- 
ture in the least. 

In order to balance silage or get the 
entire benefit tou be derived therefrom 





In nearly al! cases the beginner 
in dairying should start with grade 
cows, says Professor Nicholls of the 
Kentucky Agricultural college. On 
the whole, large, rangy, deep bodied, 
deep chested, big bellied cows, car- 
rying good, capacious udders, give 
best results. When fresh such cows 
ought to give from three to five gal- 
lons of milk a day testing 3% to 4% 
per cent fat. Cows of Holstein blood 
are more persistent milkers and do 
not fatten so rapidly as do Short- 
horns. The Holstein cow here pic- 
tured is Aralia Ve Ko!, a pure bred 
Holstein. She produced 23,000 pounds

CARE OF SICK ANIMALS. 


Medical Equipment Should Be Kept on 
Every Farm. 
Every dairyman who keeps even a 





small herd will tind it convenient to 
buve the following tnedical equipment: 
A clinical thermometer should always 


be at band, and the herdsman sbuuld 
know bow to use it. It can be got 
through any drug store or from any 
firm dealing in veterinary instruments. 
The normal temperature of mature 
cows are from 99 tu 102 and may reach 
as bigh as 103 F. Two or three milk 
tubes of different lengths, a trocar 
and canulg, a Jong neck pint or quart 
bottle for drenching, a milk fever vut- 
fit or a bicycle pump, a large syringe 
or funnel and three feet of small, rub- 
ber hose, and one graduute or meas- 
uring glass should be provided. Re 
member, milk tubes should always be 
Sterilized by heat or a disinfectant be 
fore using. 

The following medicines sbould be 
kept on hand. One pound bottle crys- 
tallized carbolic acid, tive pounds ep- 
som or glauuber salts, one pint castor 
oil, one gallon linseed vil, creolin, vase 
line, carbolized vaseline, acetate of 
lead (sugar of lead), flowers of sulphur, 
hydrogen peroxide, one pint tincture 
of gentian. Dissolve the carbolic acid 
by placing the bottle in warm water 
and add a very small amount of wa- 
ter to keep it in solution. Make the 
carbolized vaseline by adding to a 
pound of vaseline less than one-half 
ounce of the dissolved carbolic acid; 
then warm and stir thoroughly while 
cooling. Otber medicines may be add- 
ed and even needed, but these should 
always be availuble.—lowa Homestead.
